LSUS basketball player 
Josh Porter is a walking mir- 
acle. 

After breaking his neck in 
three places and shattering 
his fifth vertebra in a game 
last week, Porter should be 
paralyzed. Ninety-nine per- 
cent of all people who have 
this injury cannot move from 
the neck down. However, 
Porter was never paralyzed, 
and after a perfect surgery, 
he is walking. 

The 23-year-old senior 
guard injured himself after 
jumping up to steal a pass 
blies of God University play- 
er and collided with 
teammate Kyile Byrd in the 
air. Porter fell to the ground 
with his back parallel. He lay 
still, and LSUS trainer Lance 
Champagne rushed to his 
side. Head coach Chad Mc- 
Dowell ran to him as well, 
and Champagne stabilized 
Porter’s head from moving. 

“If he would have moved 
it either way, it could have 
snapped his spinal cord and 
that would have killed him,” 
Champagne said. 

The LSUS trainer has lots 
of experience. He was an un- 
dergrad at LSU and then did 
his graduate work at Clem- 
son. He said he has dealt 
with four neck injuries be-

said 99 percent of all 
patients who have this injury 
are paralyzed and that Porter 
is a miracle. 


fore, but Porter’s was the 
most serious. 

As Porter lay on the court 
and waited for an ambulance 
to arrive, all team members 
of SAGU bowed their heads 
in prayer. Once the para- 
medics had Porter on the 
stretcher and began wheeling 
him out, Porter lifted his 
right index finger to show the 
crowd he was conscious. 
Everyone applauded and 
stood up as he exited the 
gym. 

Porter was averaging 15 
points per game this season 
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so far and last year was the 
NAIA’s ninth leading scorer 
in the nation. He was also an 
NAIA All-American. Ac- 
cording to LSUS Athletic 
Director Doug Robinson, 
Porter will medically red- 
shirt this year with the idea 
that he can come back to 
play his senior year. 

“His plan is to play bas- 
ketball again. He his thank- 
ful on one end that he’s 
healthy and wanting to play 
again on the other end,’ Mc- 
Dowell said. 

Porter, who was injured on 
Nov. 28, had surgery on Nov. 
30, was walking the day after 
and went home Sunday. He 
will have to wear his neck 
brace for three months, and 
his next doctor’s appoint- 
ment is in one month. 

“J didn’t think I could love 
Josh more than I already did 
before this accident, but I 
do,” McDowell said. “He is 
an amazing young man with 
a tremendous amount of 
character and a great atti- 
tude.” 

The head coach isn’t the 
only one who thinks highly 
of the young man. It was evi- 
dent from the hundreds of 
cards, e-mails and visitors 
who sent well wishes to 
Porter, that many have been 
touched by the athlete.

Anil M. Nanda performed 
the surgery on Porter. He was 
recommended by LSUS 
Chancellor Vincent Marsala. 
Nanda noted that it’s not of- 
ten he sees this kind of sup- 
port towards a patient on 
which he is performing sur- 
gery. 

McDowell said the LSUS 
team is handling their team- 
mate’s injury as well as pos- 
sible. 


“Outside of the mental as- 
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pect of almost losing a player 
to paralysis, the team has 
come together,” the head 
coach said. 

Assistant coaches Ryan 
Edwards, Derrick Greene 
and Kyle Blankenship have 
been running practices while 
McDowell has been by 
Porter’s side. Monday was 
the team’s first practice with 
all coaches present. 

The Pilots will face Cham- 
pions Baptist College tonight 
at 7 p.m. at the Dock. Porter 
is hoping to attend the game, 
and McDowell said the team 
is going to wear warm-up t- 
shirts that honor Porter. 

Porter has been in high 
spirits since the night of the 
surgery. He plans on attend- 
ing any LSUS activity that 
his doctor allows. He is even 
planning on traveling with 
the team. 

“I’m in the Lord’s hands,” 
Porter said. 

He is a walking miracle.

George’s _ contribution 


throughout most of the film 
consisted of running through 
the jungle fearing for her life 
in a skimpy two-piece. Her 
acting made me want to cry 
because I was in so much 
pain from hearing her dry 
delivery and emotionless 
portrayal of someone who is 
supposed to be terrified be- 
cause a nut job is chasing 
them through the jungle. 

There was nothing in any 
of the performances I saw 
that made me want to cheer 
the protagonists on.
